RECC granted rate hike, 
customers will see increase 
with next round of billing 


Albany and Clinton County residents continue 
to feel the effects of a strained economy, with rates 
and the price of goods seeming to increase on a 
daily basis. 

When local customers receive their next bill 
from South Kentucky RECC for electricty, that 
pinch will again surface, according to a press re¬ 
lease from the company issued to the Clinton 
County News on Monday. 

That release gives customers short notice that 


the company has been approved for a rate increase, 
and that the increase will take effect immediately, 
with the next billing that customers receive. 

According to the information in that release: 

South Kentucky RECC has been approved for a 
rate adjustment from the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC). 

In the order issued March 30, the PSC com-

Although in place for four 
years, county residents slow 
in getting addresses displayed 


Clinton County residents have 
had the added security of the en¬ 
hanced 911 system for over four 
years, since fiscal court approved 
its mapping and addressing ordi¬ 
nance for the implementation of 
the upgraded system. However, 
most residents in the county have 
yet to actually “post” their new 
addresses, which can still pose a 
problem to delivery personnel, 
not to mention emergency per¬ 
sonnel. 

Mapping and Addressing Co¬ 
ordinator Andy Davis and Emer¬ 
gency Services Director Lonnie 
Scott both estimate that less than 
50 percent of all county residents 
have yet to post their new ad¬ 
dress, including attaching it to 
their mail boxes. This despite 
the actual ordinance pertaining 
to mapping and addressing being 
passed in 2007. 

The ordinance took effect on 
January 1, 2008. 

The Enhanced 911 service al¬ 
lows emergency service dispatch¬ 
ers to pinpoint exact locations of 


where most calls—even from cell 
phones—are being made from. 
However, in some locations 
when emergency responders are 
dispatched to a particular scene, 
it would be more helpful and cre¬ 


ate a quicker response time if that 
physical address which shows up 
on the dispatcher computer were 
actually visibly posted at the lo-

Rec/Park Board has 
productive meeting 

The Clinton County Rec/Park Board held its regular meeting last 
Thursday, March 29 with a quorum of seven members present. Board 
Chairman Chris Lovelace was unable to attend the session due to 
a family illness and the meeting was conducted by Park Director 
Bobby Reneau. 

The board first approved the treasurer’s report presented by Vince 
Ostertag. The balance sheet included the $10,000 county allotment 
and the final half ($5,000) of the city allotment, as well as a $2,500 
donation from Keystone Foods, LCC. The balance in the board’s ac¬ 
count, minus pending bills, was just over $15,000—a far better out¬ 
look than the previous month when the balance after bills was less 
than $700.00 

Reneau noted that Keystone was planning an “in-house” softball

Tragedy struck Sunday morning, around 1 a.m. 
when Dipesh “Dee” Soma, 27, of Albany, and his 
girlfriend, Ashley Cross, 19, of Monticello, were 
traveling home from Lexington, Kentucky and 
their vehicle was struck at the intersection of KY 
461 and KY 150 in Rockcastle County. 

According to a press release issued by the 
Kentucky State Police, a 2003 Chevrolet S-10, 
driven by Ronald Klein, 19, of Berea, was traveling 
east on KY 150 when it struck the 2007 Chevrolet 
Cobalt driven by Soma. 

Cross was riding in the passenger’s seat in the 
vehicle when it was struck on the passenger side, 
according to the report. 

Cross was ejected from the vehicle and 


pronounced dead at the scene by Rockcastle 
County Coroner. 

Soma, who was transported to Lexington, 
Kentucky for treatment, sustained injuries to 
his hand, broken ribs, suffered a concussion and 
bruised lungs. The injury to his hand and wrist 
required two surgeries, but he is expected to fully 
recover. 

Klein, the driver of the S-10, was also 
transported for medical treatment. A passenger in 
Klein’s vehicle, Jordan Hays, 24, of Berea, refused 
medical treatment at the scene according to State 
Police.

South Kentucky RECC support programs 
to help people save money and energy 


South Kentucky RECC mem¬ 
bers are being encouraged this 
spring to take advantage of free 
programs that conserve energy 
and can also save a significant 
amount of money on monthly 
electric bills. 

“Our members can call and 
ask for a free energy evaluation 
of their home or business,” said 
Alan Coffey, Member Services 
and Marketing Team Leader. 
“One of our professional energy 
advisors will go to members’ 
residences or businesses to find 
ways they can save.” 

For a home energy evalua¬ 
tion, the South Kentucky RECC 
advisor will conduct a blower 
door test to determine just how 
airtight the home is. 

“We’ll mount a fan to an 
exterior door to detect unsealed 
cracks and openings that waste 
energy,” said Coffey. “Our advi¬ 
sor will also look at the house’s 
insulation and lighting, as well as 
water heaters or appliances that 
might be inefficient.” 

In a business audit, we will 
use advanced equipment to pin¬ 
point how restaurants, hotels, 
schools, factories, hospitals and 
other businesses can save on 
energy costs. 

In both types of audits, people 
receive specific suggestions for 
improving energy efficiency. 
Generally, both homeowners and 
business owners are responsible 
for making the needed repairs 
or alterations, which are strictly 
voluntary. In most cases, the sav¬ 
ings on electric bills from these 
recommended repairs quickly 
offset any costs.

“Our bulletins and online vid¬ 
eos explain how to fix common 
ways that homes and businesses 
waste energy,” said Coffey. 

There are 19 free bulletins for 
homes, explaining how to seal at¬ 
tic entrances, insulate, stop duct 
leaks and more. There are eight 
free bulletins for businesses, 
explaining how churches, con¬ 
venience stores, motels, offices, 
restaurants, schools or other 
businesses can reduce energy 
costs. 

Both the home and business 
energy information bulletins are 
available at www.togetherwesav 
eKY.com. Business owners can 
also qualify for rebates through 
South Kentucky RECC if they 
upgrade their lighting. 

“We will send a representa¬ 
tive to your office, store, school 
or other place of business to 
assess your lighting situation,” 
said Coffey. “Our goal is to help 
businesses replace inefficient 
incandescent lights or large 
fluorescent lights set in fixtures 
that have magnetic ballasts with 
newer, smaller, energy-efficient 
fluorescent lights set in fixtures 
that have electronic ballasts.” 

If a representative from 
SKRECC verifies that the 
lighting needs upgrading at a 
business, the company hires its 
own electrician to replace the 
fixtures. 


After the lighting upgrade 
is completed, SKRECC will 
inspect the changes and issue 
qualified businesses a rebate 
check equal to $213 for every 
kilowatt that the new lights re¬ 
duce electrical load. 

Finally, South Kentucky 
RECC also supports a program 
offered through the State of Ken¬ 
tucky that can sometimes provide 
financial help to homeowners for 
energy efficiency improvements. 
This state initiative is called the 
KY Home Performance pro¬ 
gram. It offers cash rebates and 
low-cost loans for home repairs.

He said the department this 
year plans to purchase what is 
called quick connectors which 
allows firemen to attach one tool 
to another quickly and also a 
portable Jaws of Life device that 
would be used when the depart¬ 
ment responds to remote areas, in 
situations such as farm accidents 
or even inside factory facilities. 

“We apply for a lot of grants 
each year,” said Roeper, but the 
vast majority are turned down, 
primarily now due to the econo¬ 
my. “Grants are hard to get now,” 
he added. 

The fire department is funded 
by the City of Albany, although 
the majority of actual runs made 
each year is in the county and it’s 
tough for the city to fund it (fire

tournament later this spring, us¬ 
ing players only from its Albany 
plant, with the proceeds going 
toward medical expenses for an¬ 
other plant employee. Ostertag 
made a motion to waive normal 
fees paid to the park board for 
use of the fields for tournaments, 
since this was going to be a ben¬ 
efit tourney. The motion passed 
by unanimous vote. 

The park director then gave 
the monthly buildings and 
grounds update and also in¬ 
formed the board members of a 
50/50 matching grant that can 
be applied for in the fall. If ap¬ 
proved, the grant would allow 
for the purchase of playground 
equipment, which is currently in 
need at the park. 

Reneau and Ostertag also dis¬ 
cussed the amount of electric¬ 
ity it takes to light the park and 
ball fields and proposed a plan to 
save in some areas of lighting the 
fields and be able to have a cou¬ 
ple of additional lights installed 
at the back side of the park. 

Ostertag has been doing a 
study on the cost of what it takes 
to light some fields on a monthly 
basis, using different types of 
lighting, and suggested replac¬ 
ing some of the lights now in use 
with less expensive directional 
types. He estimated that the sav¬ 
ings from changing out the light¬ 
ing types used on some fields 
would allow for a couple of more 
lights to placed at the back side 
corner of the park, near the south 
side of the walking track. 

Board members agreed that 
the walking track was heav¬ 
ily used, sometimes even in the 
night time hours, and the extra 
lighting would be beneficial to 
the walkers and make the park 
more secure overall. A motion to 
approve the lighting project was 
made by board member Matt 
Smith and passed by unanimous 
vote. 

Ostertag, the board treasurer, 
also noted that he had noticed 
the price of Pepsi products, in¬ 
cluding water, had increased 
significantly last year and board 
members discussed possible al¬ 
ternatives to the drink and water 
products used. 

Ostertag told the board he 
had requested written copies of 
all original contracts made with 
Pepsi for the board to review 
when they are received. No other 
official action was taken last 
week. 

It was also announced that 
the opening day of Little League 
Baseball this year is scheduled 
for Saturday, April 28. 

The league will not be of¬ 
ficially sanctioned with Little 
League Baseball, due to high 
costs associated with being a 
member. The league will be in¬ 
dependent, allowing for a longer 
season.

Those individuals are 
identified with a letter (with ID 
photo) explaining the purpose 
of the solicitation and signed by 
Roeper. 

Those individuals collecting 
donations include: Michael Wat¬ 
kins, Woody Watkins, Charlie 
Bowling, Steve Cheek, Mickey 
Fields and Marcus Booher. They 
will be going door-to-door across 
the county for the next couple of 
weeks. 

The photo session for the free 
picture and optional purchase of 
more, will be taken at the Albany 
Fire and Rescue building behind 
Dollar General Market and the 
exact date and times will be an¬ 
nounced later to those who make 
a donation. 

The fire department raised 
just over $3,000 last year from 
the fund drive, which they used 
to help purchase turn-out gear. 
However, since the first year or 
two the fundraiser began, partici¬ 
pation has grown, especially in 


the last couple of years. 

The initial years of the event, 
around $1,500 to $1,800 was 
raised, but Roeper said more has 
been collected in recent years 
because “people are getting used 
to knowing we’re doing it and 
that it’s legitimate.” He added as 
well that it’s held about the same 
time each year—from late March 
to early April—around the Easter 
season. 

Roeper noted the cost of 
equipment and maintaining what 
is already on hand, is expensive. 
For example, a new Jaws of Life 
piece of equipment costs around 
$30,000, a rescue truck around 
$168,000 and an aerial truck in 
the neighborhood of $600,000. 

The fire/rescue department 
now has two dozen total mem¬ 
bers, all volunteers. Roeper add¬ 
ed the cost of turn-out gear per 
firefighter, including air pack, 
suits, gloves, boots, helmets, etc., 
is about $7,500 each. 

Roeper also explained that 
what is referred to as the Albany 


Fire/Rescue Department doesn’t 
designate a rescue squad and ex¬ 
plained the difference, stressing 
that Albany and Clinton County 
does not have a rescue squad, per 
se. 

The fire department, the fire 
chief noted, does rescue type 
work “but we don’t do recovery.” 

The fire department, although 
capable of helping rescue some¬ 
one in situations that may entail 
someone falling from a bluff or 
being entrapped, they don’t have 
the training or equipment to drag 
lakes or other bodies of water to 
recover bodies. 

“If someone, for example, 
gets lost in the woods, we can 
use a small crew from the (fire) 
department to help search,” Ro¬ 
eper said, but we can’t do both- 
-respond to fires and drag lakes. 

The ongoing fundraiser re¬ 
quests a $20 donation in ex¬ 
change for the free photo. How¬ 
ever, larger donations may be 
made as participants choose and 
all contributions are tax deduct- 


tween t-ball, Little League, etc.

Also in future projects, Re¬ 
neau noted that topsoil would 
need to be added before next sea¬ 
son on a couple of the ball fields 
and that metal stalls needed to 
be purchased and installed in the 
park restrooms. However, he es¬ 
timated the cost—per stall—would 
be around $600 to $800. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Rec/Park Board is scheduled 
for April 26 at 6 p.m. at Moun¬ 
tain View Park and is open to the 
public.

mended South Kentucky RECC 
for its commitment to programs 
that encourage its members to 
manage energy demand and im¬ 
prove energy efficiency. The 
PSC also praised the co-op for 
taking steps to reduce outages 
during storms by stepping up the 
vegetation management, or right- 
of-way, along its power lines. 

South Kentucky RECC’s 
residential consumer charge will 
change from $9.14 per month to 
$12.82, an increase of $3.68 per 
member per month. The usage 
charge will remain unchanged at 
8.54 cents per kilowatt hour. This 
means that all members, regard¬ 
less of how much electricity they 
use, will see the same increase 
of $3.68 on their monthly bills. 
The overall increase amounts to 
about 3.12 percent. 

Small commercial members 
will also see their consumer 
charge change from $17.14 to 
$23.79, but like the residential 
members, will see no increase in 
their usage charges. 

The consumer charge is ap¬ 
plied to all accounts to help the 
co-op recover fixed costs, which 
include the costs of poles, wires, 
metering, and all other equip¬ 
ment necessary to get electricity 
to members’ residences or places 
of business, based on a cost of 
service study. 

The adjustment to consumer 
charges will begin appearing on 
members’ current electric bills, 


since it went into effect on March 
30. 

The PSC’s approval is slightly 
different than what South Ken¬ 
tucky RECC originally request¬ 
ed, but SKRECC CEO Allen 
Anderson said this should still 
satisfy revenue needs. 

“Considering the Commis¬ 
sion made changes to our sched¬ 
ule of depreciation and relaxed 
the importance for the rotation 
of capital credits during these 
depressed economic times, the 
amount of revenue approved by 
the PSC will satisfy our present 
needs.” 

Anderson added that this is 
only the second increase that the 
co-op has had in 23 years. 

“South Kentucky RECC em¬ 
ployees pride themselves on op¬ 
erating as efficiently as possible 
and delaying the need for an in¬ 
crease as long as we could and 
still meet our debt obligations. 
Inflation has caught up with us, 
making this small increase nec¬ 
essary.” 



“Having a rate increase is one 
thing we always try to avoid, be¬ 
cause we know that it impacts 
our members and our employees, 
as well,” said Anderson. 

It is important to know that, 
South Kentucky RECC offers an 
array of programs that can help 
members manage their energy 
costs. These include energy-effi¬ 
ciency programs, such as Button- 
Up, Tune-Up, and home energy 
audits that have helped hundreds 
of members reduce electricity 
consumption and save money.

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Jury selection continued a 
week ago Monday afternoon, 
March 26, in Russell County, as 
efforts were made to seat a panel 
in the murder trial of Richard 
Smith, who is charged with mur¬ 
der in connection with the Sep¬ 
tember 2009 death of Samantha 
Rigney. 

According to court officials, 
potential jurors were being ques¬ 
tioned late on Monday afternoon 
as this edition was preparing to 
go to press. 

The trial, originally scheduled 
for December in Wayne County, 
was moved to Russell County 
after efforts to seat a local jury 
failed. 

Jury selection began in Rus¬ 
sell County Monday morning, 
March 26 and five days was set 


aside for a trial. 

Smith was arrested a few 
hours after the fatal shooting 
of Samantha Rigney, a young 
mother who was sitting on the 
front porch with her family at the 
time of the incident. 

Rigney sustained a single 
gunshot wound to the head and 
died a short time later. 

Witnesses allege that Smith 
rode up to the Rigney family’s 
home in the Parnell Community 
late on Saturday, September 5, 
2009, pulled a pistol from his 
waistband and began to fire 
shots. 

The victim’s husband, Jona¬ 
than Rigney, and their two chil¬ 
dren, along with a family friend 
and her child were sitting on the 
porch. 

In addition to murder, Smith 
is also charged with five counts 
of first degree wanton endanger- 
ment. 

An inmate from the Wayne 
County Detention Center, who 
walked off from work detail on 
Monday, March 12, is back in 


custody. 

According to Wayne County 
Jailer Ray Upchurch, Mitchell 
Ross was arrested in Letcher 
County on Tuesday, March 20. 

Upchurch spoke with Letcher 
County officials earlier last week 
to make arrangements for Ross 
to return to the local detention 
center. 

Upchurch said Ross will lose 
all work detail privileges and 
that he will be placed in isolation 
at the Wayne County Detention 
Center. 

Ross was on work detail with 
the Monticello Street Depart¬ 
ment when he walked away from 
the job site. 

Two people were arrested in 
Monticello on Tuesday, March 
20 for manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, according to infor¬ 
mation released by Operation 
UNITE. 

According to the UNITE offi¬ 
cials, Monticello Police received 
a tip about the possible location 
of two suspects wanted on manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine 


indictments. 

When city officers and depu¬ 
ties from the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Office arrived at a 
home on North Second Street 
they discovered 39-year-old 
Angela Wallace and 3 5-year-old 
Joseph Wallace hiding in a closet 
and spotted materials used to 
manufacture meth. 

After obtaining a search war¬ 
rant, they located a one-step 
meth lab and three other active 
smokers used in the manufactur¬ 
ing process. 

The Wallaces, of Monticello, 
were served with the indictment 
warrants and were addition¬ 
ally charged with manufacturing 
methamphetamine by the Monti¬ 
cello Police Department. Addi¬ 
tional charges are pending. 

Operation UNITE also noted 
that four separate incidents of 
inactive meth labs were found 
along highways in Wayne Coun¬ 
ty on Monday, March 19. 

Two men were arrested last 
week in connection with the theft 
of copper and other metal from a 
building in Monticello. 

On Monday, March 19, Chris 
Shelton, 37, and his brother, 
Tracy Shelton, 31, both of Mon¬ 
ticello, were arrested on charges 
of burglary third degree and on 
bench warrants for failure to pay 
fines. They were taken into cus¬ 
tody at the former Steams Ford 
building on South Main Street. 

The Monticello Police De¬ 
partment was notified at about 
11:45 a.m. on March 19 that 
a burglary was in progress at 
the vacant building. Kentucky 
State Police Trooper Parrish 
Baker, Monticello Police Sgt. 
Tony Morris and Monticello 
Police Officer Gordon Stephens 
responded to the scene. They dis¬ 
covered the two men unlawfully 
removing copper and metal from 
the building. 

Both were lodged in Wayne 
County Detention Center. 

The investigation is continu¬ 
ing and is being headed up by 
Baker, with assistance from 
Morris and Stephens. 



A tractor-trailer tmck hauling 
ammonium nitrate, acidic acid 
and blasting caps overturned 
a week ago Tuesday morning, 
March 27 on Hwy. 61, six miles 
south of Columbia, at approxi¬ 
mately 6:51 a.m. leaving a por¬ 
tion of the highway closed for 
several hours.

Circuit Court last Friday. 

Ricky Simpson, then 28, was 
driving a Ford van on East Hwy. 
80 near Bolin Rd. under the in¬ 
fluence of oxycodone when he 
crashed head on into the Dodge 
van being driven by Vibbert. 

Vibbert was flown from the 
scene to UK Medical Center 
where she was pronounced dead. 

Two children and two other 
adults were injured in the inci¬ 
dent. 

Along with the conviction of 
manslaughter, Simpson was also 
convicted of second degree as¬ 
sault, first degree endangerment 
and operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence. 

Simpson was sentenced to 
eight years imprisonment. 



Commissioners learned that 
Tompkinsville will be receiving a 
Community Development Block 
Grant (CDBG) in the amount of 
$50,000 to upgrade and improve 
the city’s existing sewer system. 
Mayor Jeff Proffitt announced 
the news of the grant at last 
Thursday’s regular meeting of 
the City Commission, noting he 
had been advised that there was a 
very good chance of receiving an 
additional $500,000 ARC grant 
to supplement the HUD admin¬ 
istered CDBG grant. 

Commissioners were advised 
that the paperwork for the grant 
had to be signed and returned by 
Friday, March 30, and they ap¬ 
proved that action. 

Commissioners also voted 
to hire current City Park Man¬ 
ager Red Schabacker as Property 
Violation Code Officer for the 
city at a rate of $12.40 per hour. 
Schabacker’s duties will include 
working with property owners to 
clean up areas with abandoned 
lots and buildings, as well as 
working to collect back taxes on 
properties that have gone unpaid, 
in some instances, for several 
years. 

Extreme cases could result 
in the seizure and subsequent 
sale of property to recoup back 
taxes. Schabacker and Proffitt 
explained the actions taken 
through this office should help 
with issues such as stray animals 
and methamphetamine produc¬ 
tion as abandoned buildings and 
lots will be tom down or cleaned 
up. 



Last week’s meeting of the 
Metcalfe County Board of Edu¬ 
cation was routine except for two 
issues. 

Superintendent Patricia Hurt 
recently attended a meeting of 
ESEA (Elementary and Second¬ 
ary Education Association.) “It’s 
not as positive an outlook as we 
would have liked to have heard,” 
she said. “But in an effort to be 
as transparent as possible with 
the board and the community, 
in terms of budgeting, we have 
been anticipating a 9.1 percent 
cut to all federal education pro¬ 
grams.” Those programs include 
Title I and II, IDEA (Individuals 
with Disabilities Education Act) 
and Head Start. “This is as large 
a cut as we have seen in my sev¬ 
en years here.” Nothing is etched 
in stone yet, but Hurt wanted to 
give warning of possible cuts. 

Board Chair Joey Shive 
brought up the resolution he first 
proposed at the Febmary board 
meeting. The resolution calls 
for board approval prior to the 
purchase of fixed assets costing 
in excess of $3,000. After last 
month’s discussion, the resolu¬ 
tion was amended to include an 
emergency clause. 

Lakettia O’Leary expressed 
her disappointment of the $3,000 
cutoff. Looking over the last 
budget she noted that most items 
purchased by the district would 
exceed that dollar amount. 

“We’ve already approved 
the budget and approved a set 
amount in each area,” she said. 

Another problem O’Leary 
sees with this resolution is that 
some purchases are made from 
the general fund, some from 
grant money, and some from a 
combination of the two. 

She also stated that she had 
conducted a survey of 40 Ken¬ 
tucky school districts and none 
had a $3,000 cutoff for requiring 
board approval. 

Discussion continued for 
some time with no real consen¬ 
sus. Shive even offered to attend 
special called meetings for pur¬ 
chase approval at no charge to 
the district, since extra meetings 
would be required if the resolu¬ 
tion was in place. 

Tim Brown suggested the 
resolution be designed for single 
items costing in excess of $3,000, 
not for multiple items on a single 
purchase order which total more 
than $2,000. 

Finally, an amended resolu¬ 
tion incorporating Brown’s sug¬ 
gestion was approved by a three 
to one vote. Donnie Perry voted 
against it; Karen Tudor did not 
vote.

Spring is the best time for 
trophy largemouth bass 


It’s the mouth that gets you. 

You hook a huge largemouth 
bass and all you can see is a gi¬ 
ant, angry shaking mouth. 

The size of the mouth lets you 
know this bass is one of the top 
ones you’ve ever hooked. You 
realize the giant, gaping shaking 
bucket with your lure impaled in 
it is the biggest you’ve seen. This 
can cause dry mouth, uncontrol¬ 
lable shaking and panic. 

One of my best friends 
hooked his biggest largemouth 
bass many years ago while fish¬ 
ing from the bank of a small 
pond in spring. When the 23- 
inch bass jumped and showed his 
outsized mouth, my buddy took 
off running in a blind panic. He 
pulled that bass over some brush 
and up on the bank like the fish 
was tethered to a jet taking off. 
After I grabbed the fish for him 
and offered congratulations, he 
stood there with an impish grin 
on his face, shaking and in mild 
shock. 

This is the best time of the 
year for you to have one of those 
experiences that hooks you to 
bass fishing for the rest of your 
life. Trophy largemouth bass are 
on the prowl now. 

“They are actively feeding 
now to get ready for the spawn,” 
said Gerry Buynak, assistant di¬ 
rector of fisheries for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Lish and 
Wildlife Resources. “They need 
metabolic energy for egg de¬ 
velopment and for the rigors of 
spawning.” 

Lemale bass make up a large 
proportion of trophy largemouth 
bass. Prior to spawning in March 
and into April in a typical year, 
the female bass weigh consider¬ 
ably more than at any other time 
of year. 

“A normal six pound female 
largemouth bass would weigh 
seven and one-half pounds just 
prior to spawning,” said Jeff 
Ross, assistant director of fisher¬ 
ies for Kentucky Lish and Wild¬ 
life. “The eggs make up about 


25 percent of their weight dur¬ 
ing pre-spawn and the eggs are 
at their densest just prior to the 
spawn. If you are after a trophy 
largemouth bass, right now is the 
best time to try.” 

Buynak, who once served 
as black bass biologist as did 
Ross after him, said largemouth 
bass should be nudging their way 
to backs of creeks and coves in 
reservoirs. 

“Judging by my fruit trees, we 
are at least three weeks early this 
year from the unusually warm 
spring,” he said. 

Try large baits in these shal¬ 
low areas. “You need to use big 
baits right now because all of the 
forage is big,” Ross explained. 
“They also want their greatest 
nutrient boost for the effort and 
you get that with larger forage.” 

Spinnerbaits, jig and trailer 
combinations and shad imitat¬ 
ing swimbaits all work well right 
now for largemouth bass. A re¬ 
cent club tournament on Lake 
Kincaid produced seven large¬ 
mouth bass over 18 inches long 
with the biggest fish weighing 
nearly six pounds. A black and 
blue jig and trailer or a black/ 
blue chatterbait fooled all of 
these fish. 

You may want to plan a trip 
to Lake Beshear near Dawson 
Springs for largemouth bass 
soon. Bass tournament catch data 
compiled by black bass research 
biologist Chris Hickey shows it 
takes the least amount of fishing 
hours to catch a largemouth bass 
more than five pounds at Lake 
Beshear. Lake Beshear also has 
the heaviest average winning 
tournament weight at just over 
21 pounds. 

Lake Beshear also is sec¬ 
ond behind Cedar Creek Lake in 
the average size of bass weighed 
in at slightly more than three 
pounds. Cedar Creek Lake’s av¬ 
erage tournament bass weighs 
4.64 pounds, but the lake also has 
a 20-inch minimum size limit. 

Barren River Lake ranked 


second in average winning 
weight at just above 17 pounds, 
just ahead of Kentucky Lake 
and Lake Barkley. These two 
lakes also rank third and fourth 
in the average weight per bass in 
the compiled tournament data as 
well as hours of fishing needed 
to catch a bass more than five 
pounds. 

You don’t need an expen¬ 
sive boat, or any boat at all, to 
catch a trophy bass at this time 
of year. Bank fishing can pro¬ 
vide you with trophy bass right 
now if you choose wisely. The 
back ends of small coves on the 
main lake or major creek arms 
hold big bass right now. If the 
bass haven’t moved to the back 
of them, the smaller coves allow 
you to easily access points on 
the major creek arms or the main 
lake via a short walk. 

Larm ponds are another op¬ 
tion if you don’t own a boat. 
They heat up quicker in spring 
than big lakes, and you can usu¬ 
ally fish nearly all of an average¬ 
sized pond from the bank. A 
1/8-ounce double-bladed white 
spinnerbait is a tough lure to beat 
as is a Texas-rigged pumpkin- 
seed lizard with a chartreuse tail.

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USDA 
announces 
Milk Income 
Loss Contract 
program 
payment rate 
for February 
production 

The Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) State Executive Direc¬ 
tor John W. McCauley an¬ 
nounces the February payment 
rate for the Milk Income Loss 
Contract (MILC) program. The 
February MILC payment rate is 
$0.3895043 per hundredweight. 
This is the first time there has 
been a payment for MILC since 
April 2010. 

“Dairy producers are affected 
by the market price for milk and 
the price of feed to sustain their 
herds,” said McCauley. “While 
milk prices have remained above 
the $16.94 base used in the 
MILC calculation, the increase 
in feed prices has triggered pay¬ 
ments because of the feed ration 
component.” 

MILC payments are trig¬ 
gered when the Boston Class I 
milk price falls below $16.94 per 
hundredweight, after adjustment 
for the cost of dairy feed rations. 
MILC payments are calculated 
each month using the latest milk 
price and feed cost. 

The 2008 Farm Bill autho¬ 
rized MILC through Sept. 30, 
2012. Producers must meet the 
Average Adjusted Gross Income 
requirement and provide market¬ 
ing data to the FSA County Of¬ 
fice in order to qualify. New dairy 
producers can apply for program 
benefits anytime through Sept. 
30, 2012, at local FSA offices.

cation when they arrive. 

Davis noted that in some ar¬ 
eas, there are clusters of mail¬ 
boxes and in those areas, an ex¬ 
act address would be beneficial 
not only to emergency person¬ 
nel, but delivery people as well. 
“Residents need some type of 
marker...and maybe need to be 
more educated on the importance 
of having their exact address 
posted somewhere on their prop¬ 
erty,” he said. 

Not having exact addresses 
posted, since new addresses that 
are now assigned being in place, 
also hampers things like delivery 
services attempting to deliver 
items to a home or business loca¬

tion, such as Fed-X, UPS, freight 
companies, etc. 

Davis noted that although it 
would also be helpful for mail 
delivery to have new, correct ad¬ 
dresses clearly labeled on mail 
boxes, the postal service wasn’t 
affected as much as other de¬ 
livery type services, since most 
mail carriers are already famil¬ 
iar with who lives where in their 
route areas. 

The City of Albany has long¬ 
time had its own physical ad¬ 
dresses on most homes and 
businesses, but to the residents 
out in the county, the change 
from routes to actual road names 
and numbers has been a major 
change for most people. 

“Going enhanced (911) in 
2007 has greatly improved emer¬ 
gency service response time,” 
Scott said. However, he added 
the importance of having the 
physical address posted some¬ 
where on, at or close to the ac¬ 
tual residence or building where 
emergency personnel have been 
dispatched to. 

Scott also said that enhanced 
911 can track cell phone calls, 
which is extremely important 
now since more and more people 
are abandoning land line phones 
and some are going strictly to the 
use of cellular phones. “If you 
do get sick enough for an ambu¬ 
lance to come and get you, we 
need to know where you’re at,” 
he continued. 

Another concern Davis has in 
the future is the completion of 
the U.S. 127 Bypass, which will 
mean another address change for 
several Clinton County residents. 
Once that happens, area residents 
that are on the current Hwy. 127, 
in most cases will see another ad¬ 
dress change when road numbers 
and names may be changed. 

As a reminder to residents 
about what they should do to 
post new addresses and to people 
in general about how to best use 
911 to make sure they get bet¬ 
ter response time, some of the 
2007 Mapping and Addressing 
ordinance is being published, as 
well as guidelines for 911 users 
to follow when having to make 
an emergency call: 

* Mapping and Addressing 
for the Enhanced 911. 

The purpose of this ordinance 
is to provide for a uniform coun¬ 
ty-wide system for assigning 
street type numbers to all princi¬ 
pal buildings in Clinton County 
to assist emergency services, law 
enforcement agencies, the postal 
service, county service agencies, 
and other organizations in the 
timely and efficient provision 
of their services to the residents 
and businesses of the counties. 
Properties shall be numbered 
in accordance with the uniform 
system established by this ordi¬ 
nance... which is administered by 


the Clinton County Judge/Exec¬ 
utive and Fiscal Court. 

The court has designated a 
Mapping and Addressing coor¬ 
dinator, who is responsible for 
and authorized to provide all re¬ 
quired addressing and database 
information. 

All roads that serve two or 
more structures shall be named 
regardless of whether the owner¬ 
ship is public or private. 

In order to insure proper re¬ 
sponse from any 911 service 
when relocating within the city 
or county, the Mapping and Ad¬ 
dressing officer shall be noti¬ 
fied. The person requesting the 
change of address shall contact 
the Mapping and Addressing of¬ 
fice to obtain the new address. 
Also, the status of the old address 
shall be given. 

Whenever any structure (com¬ 
mercial building or residence) is 
constructed or developed, it shall 
be the duty of the new owner to 
obtain an assigned address num¬ 
ber from the 911 Mapping and 
Addressing office. This shall be 
done prior to any type building, 
health, water, sewer, or other 
type construction permit being 
issued. 

All owners of structures 
shall...display and maintain in a 
conspicuous place on said struc¬ 
ture, assigned numbers. The 
County Judge/Executive or des¬ 
ignee, with the approval of fiscal 
court, will be responsible for the 
enforcement of this article, in¬ 
cluding the issuance of violation 
notices and any other appropriate 
action. 

In the event that the owner/ 
occupant of any house, building, 
or any other type of structure that 
has been given an assigned num¬ 
ber should refuse to comply with 
this ordinance by failing to affix 
the number assigned within 60 
days after the numerical address 
notification will be subject to the 
following: first violation—warn¬ 
ing to post assigned address; 
second violation—Mapping and 
Addressing office shall post the 
assigned 911 address and the vio¬ 
lator will be charged $100. 

Any person who unlawfully 
defaces, removes, moves, or 
causes to be moved, any road 
or street sign in such a way that 
makes the sign not visible or un¬ 
able to be read shall be subject to 
a fine of no less than $500.00. 

* When calling 911 to ensure 
a quicker emergency service re¬ 
sponse time. 

— When calling 911 from a 
mobile phone you should be pre¬ 
pared to give an exact address if 
possible, or a very good descrip-

Last year, the local fundrais¬ 
ing drive netted around $70,000, 
which was short of the $74,000 
goal set by the Relay for Life 
committee.

tion of your location. 

— Your call will be received 
by a 911 operator who will ask 
basic information first, includ¬ 
ing: the nature of the emergency; 
your name; the address or loca¬ 
tion of the incident; a call-back 
number. 

Immediately upon receiving 
the basic information, the call 
is routed to the appropriate de¬ 
partment, either fire-rescue or 
police, or sometimes both. They 
dispatch the assignment needed 
for your emergency, even while 
you are still on the phone with 
the 911 operator, who may con¬ 
tinue to ask more detailed ques¬ 
tions about your emergency. But 
remember help is already on the 
way at this point. Many callers 
get frustrated and panic because 
they think that all the questions 
are slowing the response. The 
answer to these questions will 
allow dispatchers to update the 
rescuers with additional informa¬ 
tion while they are on the way, 
which will help them handle 
your emergency more efficiently. 

Callers can help in the process 
by being prepared, and keeping 
the following tips in mind: 

* Try to remain calm and 
speak slowly so you don’t have 
to repeat things. 

* Pay close attention and fol¬ 
low the operator’s instructions 
even if they don’t make sense to 
you at the time. You might not 
be able to see the big picture the 
way the operator does. 

* When you give the incident 
address, make sure to include 
helpful information about how to 
get there, such as a development 
or complex name, nearby land¬ 
marks or other special instruc¬ 
tions. 

* If a security code is required 
for entrance, be sure to tell the 
operator. This is a common hur¬ 
dle for rescuers that can cause 
serious delays. 

* Make sure pets are put away. 

* If possible, try to have 
someone outside to meet the re¬ 
sponders and show them the way 
to the incident. 

* Have your address and other 
important emergency informa¬ 
tion printed on a card that is eas¬ 
ily located during an emergency. 
It is hard to remember the sim¬ 
plest information under extreme 
stress, but you will be able to 
read it. 

* Teach children how to dial 
911 and give their address and 
phone number. 

* Stay on the line with the 
dispatcher until they tell you it is 
okay to hang up.

149.430. 

(1) Any person who violates 
any of the provisions of KRS 
149.360 to 149.430 except KRS 
149.380 shall be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100) 
nor more than five hundred dol¬ 
lars ($500) or imprisoned for not 
more than six (6) months, or both 
such fine and imprisonment.

Forages nearing 
critical maturity 
stages

After an extremely warm 
winter, many forage grasses and 
small grains used for forages are 
quickly nearing the stages where 
they need to be cut to maintain 
optimum feed quality, according 
to Ray Smith, extension forage 
specialist in the University of 
Kentucky College of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Smith said this is the earli¬ 
est forages have matured in the 
seven years he’s been at UK. De¬ 
pending on the area of the state, 
this is two to three weeks ahead 
of schedule. 

Small grains, like wheat, 
rye and barley, are cut for high- 
quality silage used to feed dairy 
cattle. Producers should harvest 
them at the late boot stage to get 
the highest quality. Much of the 
wheat used for silage could reach 
this stage by mid-April. 

For optimum quality and 
yield, alfalfa and should be cut at 
bud stage, before the blooms are 
open. Orchardgrass needs to be 
cut at boot stage before the seed 
head emerges. 

Before harvesting, he sug¬ 
gested alfalfa producers scout 
their fields for damage from 
the alfalfa weevil. If damage 
is significant on stands that are 
ready for harvesting, producers 
should cut the alfalfa to control 
the insect. Producers should 
check their fields about five days 
after cutting to see if normal 
regrowth is occurring. If present 
in high enough numbers, surviv¬ 
ing weevil larvae and adults can 
damage regrowth. If the alfalfa 
isn’t ready for harvest and there 
is a significant amount of weevil 
damage, producers need to spray 
their fields with an insecticide. 
UK entomologist Lee Townsend 
said producers need to check the 
“days to harvest” section of the 
label when selecting products to 
see how long to wait between 
application and harvest. This 
interval varies with products and 
application rates. 

In addition, other cool-season 
forages like tall fescue will be 
ready for cutting earlier than 
normal this spring. 

Since producers are harvest¬ 
ing high quality forages of all 
types, a lot of nutrients are 
going to be removed from the 
soils with the cuttings. Produc¬ 
ers will want to follow fertilizer 
recommendations for replacing 
the lost nutrients found in UK 
extension publication AGR 1: 
Lime and Nutrient Recommen¬ 
dations. It is available online at 
http://www.ca.uky.edu/agc/pubs/ 
agr/agrl/agrl.pdf or at the local 
office of the UK Cooperative 
Extension Service.

Why young workers should care about Social Security

Summer will be here before 
we know it. That means millions 
of high school and college 
students will be searching for 
jobs. Whether a new worker is 
beginning the career of a lifetime 
or just earning some extra money 
for the school year to come, there 
is one question that is likely to 
be on each new worker’s mind 
when they see their first pay stub: 
Where’s the rest of my money? 

Generally, employers are 
required to withhold Social 
Security and Medicare tax from a 
worker’s paycheck. The amounts 
you pay in Social Security and 
Medicare taxes are matched 
by your employer. Usually 
the money that is withheld is 
referred to as “Social Security 
taxes” on the employee’s payroll 
statement. Sometimes the 
deduction is labeled as “FICA 
taxes,” which stands for Federal 


Insurance Contributions Act. So 
let us tell you how that money 
is being used, and what’s in it 
for you. 

The taxes paid now translate 
to a lifetime of protection, 
when you eventually retire or 
if you become disabled. In the 
event that you die young, your 
dependent children and spouse 
may be able to receive survivors 
benefits based on your work. 
Today you probably have family 
members — grandparents, for 
example — who already enjoy 
Social Security benefits that 
your Social Security taxes help 
provide. 

You may be a long way from 
retirement now, so you may find 
it hard to appreciate the value of 
benefits that could be 40 or 50 
years away. But consider that 
your Social Security taxes could 
pay off sooner than you think. 
Social Security provides valuable 
disability benefits — and studies 
show that a 20-year-old has 


about a three in 10 chance of 
becoming disabled sometime 
before reaching retirement age. 

Another bit of helpful advice 
for young workers: be wary if 
you’re offered a job “under the 
table” or “off the books.” If you 
work for any employer who pays 
you only in cash, understand that 
you’re likely not getting Social 
Security credit for the work 
you’re doing.

Be sweet to your feet if 
you have diabetes 


Taking care of your feet is 
very important for people with 
diabetes. Good foot care helps 
reduce your risk for serious 
foot problems that can lead to 
amputations. To decrease your 
risk of foot problems, leam to 
manage the ABCs of diabetes. 
This means keeping your blood 
glucose (as measured by the 
A1C test), blood pressure, and 
cholesterol in the target range 
recommended by your health 
care provider. Ask your health 
care provider about your diabetes 
ABCs and how to do a foot exam 
at home. 

Be sweet to your feet by 
following these foot care tips: 

Check your feet every day 
(evening is best) for cuts, 
blisters, red spots, swelling, and 
sore toenails. If you have trouble 
bending over to see your feet, use 
a plastic mirror or ask a family 
member or caregiver to help. 

Wash your feet every day in 
warm water, and be sure to dry 
well between the toes. 

Rub a thin coat of skin lotion 
on the tops and bottoms of your 
feet, but not between your toes. 

Trim your toenails carefully 
and straight across when needed. 
See your podiatrist if you need 
help. 

Never walk barefoot, and 
wear comfortable shoes that fit 
well and protect your feet. Nerve 
damage can cause loss of feeling. 
Look and feel inside your shoes 
before putting them on. Ask your 
team about getting special shoes. 

Keep the blood flowing to 
your feet by wiggling your toes 
and moving your ankles up and 
down for five minutes, two or 


three times a day. 

Plan a physical activity 
program with your health care 
team. 

Take your shoes and socks off 
at every check up and have your 
doctor look at your feet. Tell 
your health care team right away 
about any foot problems. 

Let your doctor know right 
away if you have loss of feeling 
in your feet, changes in the shape 
of your foot or foot ulcers or 
sores that do not heal.

Rosenbergs sentenced to death for spying 

April 5,1951 

The climax of the most sensational spy trial in American history is reached when a federal judge 
sentences Julius and Ethel Rosenberg to death for their roles in passing atomic bomb secrets to the 
Soviets. Although the couple proclaimed their innocence, they died in the electric chair in June 1953. 

The Rosenbergs were convicted of playing a central role in a spy ring that passed secret data 
concerning the atomic bomb to the Soviet Union during and immediately after World War II. Their 
part in the espionage came to light when British physicist Klaus Fuchs was arrested in Great Britain in 
early 1950. Under questioning, Fuchs admitted that he stole secret documents while he was working 
on the Manhattan Project, the top secret U. S. program to build an atomic bomb during World War 
II. He implicated Harry Gold as a courier who delivered the documents to Soviet agents. Gold was 
arrested a short time later and informed on David Greenglass, who then pointed the finger at his sister 
and brother-in-law, Ethel and Julius Rosenberg. Julius was arrested in July and Ethel in August 1950. 
After a brief trial in March 1951, the Rosenbergs were found guilty of conspiracy to commit espionage. 
At their sentencing hearing in April, Federal Judge Irving R. Kaufman described their crime as “worse 
than murder” and charged, “By your betrayal you undoubtedly have altered the course of history to the 
disadvantage of our country.” He sentenced them to death. 

The Rosenbergs and their attorneys continued to plead their innocence, arguing they were “victims of 
political hysteria.” Humanitarian organizations in the United States and around the world pleaded for 
leniency, particularly since the Rosenbergs were the parents of two young children. The pleas for special 
consideration were ignored, and Julius and Ethel Rosenberg were executed on June 19, 1953. 

The Rosenberg trial has long been analyzed, but it seems while there was little doubt that Julius was a 
spy giving information to the Soviets about the atomic bomb, there was little evidence that Ethel helped 
her husband in his endeavor. They both were avowed Communists, having met each other at a Young 
Communist League meeting, but the evidence against Ethel was never very convincing. 

Billy the Kid convicted of murder in sheriffs death 

April 9, 1881 

After a one-day trial, Billy the Kid is found guilty of murdering the Lincoln County, New Mexico 
sheriff and is sentenced to hang. 

There is no doubt that Billy the Kid did shoot the sheriff, though he had done so in the context of the 
bloody Lincoln County War, a battle between two powerful groups of ranchers and businessmen fighting 
for economic control of Lincoln County. When his boss, rancher John Tunstall, was murdered before his 
eyes in February 1878, the hotheaded young Billy swore vengeance. Unfortunately, the leader of the men 
who murdered Tunstall was the sheriff of Lincoln County, William Brady. When Billy and his partners 
murdered the sheriff several months later, they became outlaws, regardless of how corrupt Brady may 
have been. 

After three years on the run and several other murders, Pat Garrett finally arrested Billy in early 1881. 
Garrett, a one-time friend, was the new sheriff of Lincoln County. On this day in 1881, a court took only 
one day to convict Billy of the murder of Sheriff Brady. Sentenced to hang, Billy was imprisoned in the 
Lincoln County jail as Sheriff Garrett gathered information and supplies needed to build a gallow.

Although playing only approximately one-half of the all-star basketball game at Tompkinsville Friday 
night, Bill DeForest, graduating center of the CCHS Bulldogs, tied for scoring honors with Bryant of 
Columbia, scoring 16 points. He also ruled the rebounds during this game, taking more off the backboard 
than any two players while in the game. 

DeForest, 18 year old, 6 ft. 4 in. pivot man, was declared to be one of the greatest players in this section 
by coaches, players, and officials who saw him perform. He has a season average of about 20 points per 
game. 

DeForest is being sought by several colleges. His choice at present is TPI at Cookeville, Tenn. 

Coach Raymond Reneau says that DeForest is the best player he has had the privilege of working with. 
He says that when he enters college he plans to concentrate 100 per cent on studies and basketball.

A new baseball league to be known as the Southern Kentucky Burley League was formed this week 
at a meeting in Glasgow of the managers of baseball teams of Albany, Brownsville, Burkesville, Cave 
City, Glasgow, and Tompkinsville. Officers of the newly organized league included N. L Morgan, Jr. of 
Albany as secretary/treasurer. The season schedule will be announced at an early date. 

Out for the first practice session Sunday was Luther Conner, Willard Conner, Charlie Long, Joe Talbott, 
Bob Chilton, Randolph Smith, Ned Sloan, and John B. Smith, Jr. 

The Southern Kentucky Burley League will be composed of very strong teams. More than a dozen of 
the local club backers were present at a meeting Monday night, and all voiced their desire for a strong, 
winning team. Plans are to, if possible, use all local players except a pitcher and one other player.
